Dl - D5 disclose polypeptide sequences from Mycobacteria which are 75%, 71%, 64%, 75% and 75% 
(respectively) identical to sequence ID No. 1 of tiie application. 

The application defines sequence ID No. 1 or at least 77% identical. Therefore novelty can be acknowledged. 
None of the citations source their sequence &om Mycobacterium avium subspecies paratuberculosis^ therefore 
inventive step can also be acknowledged.
